At  this  pcriqcjlv 
the«ftatc8  of  the  great  barons  were  un« 
alienable,  as  were  the  lands  of  the  U- 
nanU  in  chief,  except  in  the  cafe  of  trea* 
fun,  or  fqme  other  ctrcumftances;  Jo 
theljC  parliamentary  fummonfes  could 
only  be  addrefifed  to  thofe  who  had  t^e 
lands  hiddiog  of  the  crown  in  their  rqal 
IKiiTeflion ;  all  others  were  their  rctainete 
and  tenants,  whom  the  public  did  nof 
conhder  m  a  JcgiUative  capacity. 

A  fewx  years  after  this,  a  confiderable 
alteration  happened  in  the  parliamentary 
conftitutioo  of  England.  There  is  a 
writ  of  fummons  for  the  year  X153,  to 
the  (herifTs  of  Bedford  and  Buckingham- 
ihires,  to  fend  to  parliament  two  knights 
for  each  of  thefe  mires;  and  at  this  tiqie 
the  inferior  qlcrgy  had  reprefentatiyes  in 
the  po’liament  of  England.  This  is  the 
olfled  authenticated  account  of  reprefep-

eneral  vidory  obtained  by  the  Rnflr- 
over  the  Turks,  bcfides  many  other 
antages,  of  which  he  gives  the  foU 
ing  account ;  The  grand  army,  under 
command  of  count  Romanzow  ad- 
:c(l  to  the  Danube,  but  as  this  genc- 
expe^ted  a  courier  from?  Peterlburgh, 
ad  not  paflVd  that  river  when  the  a- 
:  courier  was'  difpatchcd  ^  but  fieu- 
.nt  general  VVifeman,  general  Po- 
.kin,  and  general  Snflaroff,i  had  paf- 
the  river  in  difterent  places.  Oenc- 
Siitfari  tf,  who  had  an  army  of  15,000 
1  under  his  command,  as  foon  as  he 
gained  the  oppolite  fide  of  the  river, 
ckcil  a  Tiirkifli  army  of  30,000  men-; 
w  hen  l'«is  courier  fet  out,  it  was  re¬ 
tell  in  the  grand  army,  that  he  had 
ned  a  complete  vidory  over  them. 

‘  In  the  afternoon  another  courier  ar- 
d,  w  ho  confirmed  the  above  account, 
brought  the  following  particulars  : 
t  1 500  Turks  were  killed  in  the  el¬ 
ement,  and  5000  made  prifoners  of 
,  among  whom  were  fcvcral  Bafl'aB; 
t  ten  ftandards,  fifteen  pieces  of  bnds, 
feveral  pieces  of  ii^on  cannou  were 
n,  fome  of  which  being  too  heavy, 

■  they  were  rendered  iifelefs,  were 
wn  into  the  Danube.  By  the  gain* 
f  this  victory  feveral  Tnrkilh  o.ag- 
waggons,  to  a  confiderablc  amount, 
about  fixty  veflels  on  the  Dknube, 
I  with  provilions  and  warlike  ftores, 
onlideraWe  amount,'  fell  into  the 
s  of  the  Rtnh'ans.  The  reft  of  the 
:ilh  army  fled  into  the  neigh btiur- 
brtreflbs,  one  of  which  was  imme- 
ly  blocked  up  by  general  SiiflarofT, 
by  all  appearance,  after  a  bombard- 
t  of  two  or  three  days,  would  fall 
his  hands,  as  the  garrifon  and  fugir- 


tivrs  had  already  offered  to  cajdtuIateC 
In  the  mean  time  the  RufTnns  purfucthfe 
Icattcred  Turks,  and  gain  the  greatei^ 
advantages  over  them.  A  detachment 
of  Rnflian  hiiflart  and  bg’ut  liOrfc  have 
advanced  very  near  Conflanttnople,  the 
Turks  being  fo  terrified,  and  in  fiich  con- 
fufion,  that  100  Ruffians  are  capable  of 
putting  1 00a  Turks  to  flight.  He  added*,' 
that  at  his  departure  it  was  reported, 
that  general  Wifeman  had  attacked  ano^ 
ther  Turkilh  body,  commanded  by  the 
grand  vizir  himfeff,  and  that  at  the  bc» 
ginning  of  the  engagement  the  grand  vi^ 
zir  received  a  mortal  wound,  which  oc- 
cafioned  a  confnfion  in  the  Turkifh  ar¬ 
my,  fo  that  the  Ruffians  gained  a  comk 
plete  viftory ;  but  this  requires  confirma¬ 
tion,  whidi  we  hourly  expedt’,  with  th^ 
particulars  of  the  engagemetn,'  by  ano¬ 
ther  courier.” 

Kaminiecy  June  10.  We  fiave  re¬ 
ceived  from  Warfaw  a  confirmation 
the  advantages  gained  by  gen.  SuwaroW" 
over  the  Tufks,  with  the  followiitg  par¬ 
ticulars  :  The  Ruffian  general  comman- 
(kd  a  body  of  13,000  diva  and  attacked 
30,000  Turks  in  their  camp,  lie  took 
feveral  bachas,  and  twelve  pieces  of  can¬ 
non.  The  Turks  had  retired  into’ a  for- 
trefs  which  was  on  the  point  of  capitu¬ 
lating  on  the  departure  of  the^courier.' 
— The  Ruffians  have  taken*  fifty* one 
boats  la<len  with  provifioiVt  and  ammuni¬ 
tion.  Not  one  corps  of  Ruffians  paffet' 
the  Elaniibe  without  gabiing  fiirrc  ad- 
.vantage  over  the  Turks,  drhofc  courage 
appears  to  be  greatly  eihaufted.  It  is  faid 
•that  there  have  been  already  fomC  mutt* 
ivies  in  the  grand  Turkifh  army.”

Porte,  is  jiifl  arrived  here  from  the  Fa¬ 
ins  Maeotis,  or  the  fea  of  Afoph,  andf 
brings  the  follow’ing  account  of  the  fuc- 
cefs  which  the  Turkilh  fleet  met  with' 
under  the  command  of  lieur  BordfchafFc. 

On  the  loth  of  laft  month,  the  Turkilh* 
fleet  pafled  the  ftreights  of  CatFa,  in  pur- 
fuit  of  the  Rnflian?,  wdio  had  taken  i 
number  of  Turkilh  veirehs  in  the  Black 
Sea,  which  they  had  lodged  in  the  liar- 
bviur  of  C.vfTa,  and  were  then  proceed¬ 
ing  to  Afoph.  On  the  16th,  four  gal- 
lie'j,  wdiicli  were  about  a  league  and  li 
half  a  head  of  the  fleet,  fell  in  with  a 
Rnflian  flop  of  tw'cnty  guns,  and  five 
lail  tif  tranfport  fhips  which  were  fol¬ 
lowing  the  reft  of  the  fleet  at  about' two 
leagues  diftjiice.  The  frigate  immedi¬ 
ately  atiaekcdthe  gallics,  hut  waS  vvafm- 
ly  received  by  them,  anil  held  in  play 
till  the  reft  of  the  Turkilh  fq-iadron  be¬ 
gan  to  appear,  when  after  firing  a  fingh 
broadfide  Ihe  ftruck,  and  was  immedi¬ 
ately  taken  polTcirion  of  by  the  foremoft 
galley,  as  were  the  tranfports  (except 
one)  by  the  other  gallics.  .  Zeffer  Bey 
underftanding  the  fnperior  part  of  thi 
Rufli  ins  was  yet  a  head,  crowded  all  his  v 
fills  to  get  up  with  them,  which  wai  f' 
foon  tlTeCled,  as  the  tranfport  w’hich  e- 
fcaped,  being  a  fwift  failor,  had  given 
them  notice,  and  they  were  laid  a  back  ; 
to  icceive  him.  The  engagement  then  . 
began;  the  I'urkilh  force,  confifted  of 
tw'oihipsof  40  guns  each,  three  Ragil-  f 
fan  frigates  of  30  cacli,  tw’o  large  xt 
beques  mounting  16  guns  each,  four 
floops,  and  eight  gallies.  The  Ruffians 
had  one  ihip  of  50  guns,  four  of  36,  and 
feveral  Hoops.  The  bat  Me  was  fought 
bravely  on  both  fides,  and  feemed  to  in 
dine  towards  the  Ruffians,  but  an  un 
fortunate  accident  turned  it  in  favour  of 
the  Turks;  the  50  gun  fnip  by  Ibntfe 
misfortune  took  fire,  and  was  drove  in 
amopgft  the  Ruffian  frigates,  where  (be 
blew  up,  and  occalioned  the  greatelt 
confufion,  which  the  Turks  taking  the 
advantage  of,  boarded ;  and  took,  with 
little  reliftance,  two  of  the  frigates,  and 
three  of  the  floops,  which,  with  the  fri* 
gate  taken  before,  and  the  four  tranf 
ports,  made  ten  fail  taken;  the  reft,  as 
night  then  came  on,  made  their  cfcape 
by  its  favour.  This  victory  is  of  much 
omfequencc,  as  it  again  pats  the  Turks 
in  poflt'ffion  of  the  towm  of  Afoph  and 
the  Pi\,lu8  Mxotis,  which  have  been  fox 
foractime  ufurped  by  the  IvlufcovUeiJ’* 
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Thry  write  from  Peterfburgh,  that  pn 
c  28th  of  laft  month  a  fire  broke  out 
a  Itrcet  named  the  Perfpe<5tivc,  and, 
he  wind  blowing  britkly,  it  was  not 
opped  til)  it  had  dcftroyed  the  whole 
uarter  where  it  began.

my  till  he  had  received  abfolute  orders 
om  his  court  for  fo  doing,  as  it  is  be- 
ind  all  doubt  it  is  twMce  as  numerous  as 
s;  and  (hould  he  be  defeated,  which 
ry  poflibly  might  be,  as  the  Turks  arc  ‘ 
►w  grown  dei'perate,  every  foul  of  the 
uffians  muft  inevitably  be  ait  off,  be- 
g  in  an  enemy’s  country,  out  of  which 
hey  could  not  have  a  gleam  of  hope  to 
fcape. 

If  we  can  credit  the  univerfal  report 
t  the  weft  end  of  the  town,  the  empe- 
or  of  Germany  will,  no  doubt,  attack 
he  Turkifli  dominions,  if  it  was  only 
o  make  a  diverfion  in  favour  of  his  ally, 
he  emprefs  of  Ruflia,  by  w'hich  means 
he  Turks  will  be  obliged  to  make  fome 
‘etachments  from  their  main  body,  and 
1  render  them  lefs  formidable  in  the  eyes 
f  the  Rnftians.  If  this  Oiould  be  the 
fc,  the  Rulfians  then  bid  fair  for  vidlo- 
,  and  the  Ottoman  empire  willbefoon 
nt  in  twain. 

Many  perfons  arc  of  opinion,  that  in 
very  fhort  time  two  more  Eaft-India 
impanics  will  be  formed,  the  one  by 
he  Ruffians,  and  the  other  by  the  Pruf- 
ans. 

We  are  informed  that  a  loan  of  two 
millions  of  rii-dollars  is  now  negociating 
in  Holland,  for  the  ufe  of  the  emprefs 
of  Kufiia.

“  On  our  arrival  on  the  coaft  of  Chi¬ 
na,  off  Macao  (Macao  is  an  ifland  not 
far  from  the  river  of  Canton,  where  our 
fuper-cargoes  wait  for  the  arrival  of  the 
fhips),  on  July  17th,  after  my  packet 
was  delivered  to  the  fuper  cargoes  there, 
a  tiffoon  came  on  which  had  very '  near 
demolilhed  us.  At  four  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  our  beft  bower  cable  parted,  and 
the  fliip  caft  in  Ihore,  but  by  fetting  all 
the  fails  I  could,  1  juft  weared  her  clear 
of  the  land;  and  as  the  wind  was  then 
E.  N.  E.  we  ftood  out  to  the  foulhward 
under  our  courfes,  and  at  fix  had  the 
Ladroone  bearing  N.  E.  At  eight  the 
wind  flew  •  round  to  S.  E.  and  blew  the 
hardeft  gale  I  ever  remember.  Wc  were 
then  in  twenty  fathoms  water,  and  not 
being  able  to  make  any  more  way  out^ 
our  (ails  all  blowing  to  pieces,  wc  look¬ 
ed  upon  our  deftrudtion  as  inevitable 
without  a  particular  adt  of  providence ; 
for  wc  were  driving  on  a  lee  fliore.  At 
twelve  at  night  the  wind  flew  to  the 
fouth,  its.  violence  ftill  continuing,  atid 
wc  found  the  fliip  ftioaling  her  water,  fo 
that  every  foul  on  board  was  preparing 
for  death.  At  day- light  wc  were  in 
twelve  fathoms  water,  with  the  fca, 
which  was  as  much  mud  as  water, 
breaking  intirely  over  us;  wc  then  threw 
fome  or  our  guns  over  board,  and  cut 
away  the  main  and  mizen  mafts,  and  by 
the  time  we  had  cleared  them,  we  w^re 
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in  thrrc  fathoms  water,  the  land  only  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  diftant.  We  imme¬ 
diately  cut  away  the  fore-yard,  and  let 
gi»  the  fliect  anchor,  which,  by  the  great 
mcicy  of  Almighty  Ond,  brought  us 
up;  and  as  the  iliip  touched  the  ground 
abaft,  it  eafed  her  to  the  table,  or,  I 
am  well  afTured,  the  Royal  Georges  au¬ 
thors  and  cables  would  not  have  held 
her.  We  then  inftaijily  let  go  our  fpare 
anchor  with  a  new  cable,  which  parted 
as  we  were  veering  it  out,  fo  that  we  had 
11*' left. — About  nine  in  the  mor- 
ring  *  he  gilc  abated.  In  the  evening  we 
hove  up  otiv  lliect  anchor,  when  we 
found  the  cable  Itianded.  What  faved 
the  Ihip  w'as  liie  having  all  her  guns 
houhii,  her  ports  in,  and  top  gallant 
o>alfs  tlown  on  deck,  before  the  gale 
came  on.  Our  drift  in  the  gale  w’as  a- 
jnazing  I  laMgincd  it  at  firft  only  a- 
bout  fifty  mile.N,  but,  to  my  aftonifh- 
ment,  when  the  gale  was  over,  1  found 
inyit  Kas  low  down  as  llayii  in,  (By  the 
mi>ft  ‘cc  n  ife  meafurcmciit  on  the  map, 
the  ifl  ind  of  Iliytian  is  dillant  from  Ma¬ 
cao  80  Icignrs,  or  2.^0  nnles.
